BARCELONA, Sp ain, Oct. 26— 
(U P)—Members of the interna­ 
tional brigade, the v olunteers from 
many countries who came to Sp ain 
to fight for the rep ublic in the 
civil war, w'ere disp ersed to con­ 
centration camp s today to await 
ev acuation from Sp ain. 
Those who hav e countries of 
their own are to be sent back to 
them in line with the gov ernment’s 
p olicy of disp ensing with all non- 
Sp anish aid. 
The others, ex iles 
from the own countries, will be 
p rov ided with p laces of refuge. 
A mov ing farewell recep tion to 
members of the brigade, most of 
whom came to Sp ain without mili­ 
tary training of any sort but who 
are now hardened v eterans, was 
held y esterday at a country es­ 
tate outside Barcelona. 
President Juan Negrin and the 
entire high command of the Ebro 
front arm y attended and thanked 
the v olunteers. 


PRAGUE, Oct. 26 — (UP) — 
Czechoslov akia was rep orted to­ 
day to hav e agreed to let Germany 
and Italy settle its territorial dis­ 
p ute with Hungary . 
A rep ly to H ungary ’s demands 
was drawn up secretly last night 
and disp atched to Budap est after 
a p rolonged meeting of the three 
Czechoslov ak cabinets, rep resent­ 
ing the central gov ernment, and 
the Slov ak and Ruthenian auto­ 
nomous minorities. 
The Slov ak p remier, Josef Tiso 
who had taken a leading p art in 
the m eeting since Slov akia will be 
most affected by any cessions to 
Hungary , w'as op timistic. 
“It’s up to Hungary now,” he 
told the United Press.

tem pt to com ply ra th e r than throw 
thousands out of w ork on the eve 
of a national election. 
They w ere encouraged by the 
fa c t th a t no court action against 
the law has yet been taken. 
They 
expected, however, th a t a court 
test would be m ade in the n ear fu ­ 
ture and th a t it would reach the 
suprem e court quickly. 
Most “Ju st Fine” 
The P resident’s request for co­ 
operation w as m ade as W age-H our 
A dm inistrator E lm er F. A ndrew s 
reported th a t m ost em ployers had 
been “ju st fine” in m eeting prob­ 
lems imposed by th e law. 
Mr. Roosevelt directed his re 
.m a rk s particularly a t th e pecan 
shelling 
industry 
which 
closed 
down M onday ra th e r th an boost 
w ages of its more th an 30,000 em ­ 
ployes from an estim ated eight 
to 15 cents an hour up to the 25 
cent m inim a. He observed th a t the 
nation w as not going to stop grow ­ 
ing, picking and selling pecans, 
and th a t therefore it was the p rac­ 
tical thing for em ployers in the 
industry to sit down w ith govern­ 
m ent officials and try to m ake the 
law work. 
He said th a t it w as u nfortunate 
th a t the question had arisen ju st 
tw o w eeks before the election be­ 
cause, judging by any im p o rtan t 
social legislation p u t on the s ta t­ 
ute books in the past, some per­ 
sons are 
im m ediately 
affected, 
but it is by no m eans certain th a t 
they are perm anently adversely 
affected. 
In other words, he observed, a 
national law 
like 
the w age-hour 
sta tu te w orks itself out. 
It would be an exceedingly good 
thing, he continued, if even those 
whom he described as the m ost 
reactionary new spaper ow ners and 
politicians w ere to try, as a m a t­ 
te r of patriotic duty, to m ake the 
law work.

Role Vitamins Play In Nutrition Is Told 
By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. L>. 
A DIET may be adequate in 
amount and in the food elements 
which are required for energy , 
growth and tissue rep lacement, and 
still be inadequate because it lack s 
the food factors which are called 
the vitamins. 
The vitamins have become very 
p op ular—more p op ular with the lay 
p ublic than with the p hy sician. Un­ 
doubtedly they have been overex­ 
p loited and used with very little 
critical discrimination by the lay ­ 
man. But, at the same time, it is a 
fascinating subject for sp eculation, 
and, after all, there is more than 
“something” in it. 
Nutrition Work ed Out 
The vitamins are ty p ical twen­ 
tieth century p roducts. The nine­ 
teenth century had nutrition all 
work ed out—on an efficiency basis. 
All y ou had to do was to give a man 
enough p rotein, fat, carbohy drates, 
minerals and water, and his nutri­ 
tion was tak en care of. But when 
they started p utting them on a con­ 
centrated ration—containing all the 
sup p osedly necessary ingredients— 
it was found that something was 
lack ing. There was something neces­ 
sary for growth, for maintenance, 
for smooth sk in, for clear ey es, for 
p rop er develop ment that was miss­ 
ing. And this something was a 
number of drugs, the vitamins; 
those substances which were incor­ 
p orated in the chemistry of our 
foods, which the body learns to ad­ 
just itself to and utilize so that it 
can’t get along without them. 
They are p art of the food we eat, 
y et they do not furnish energy or 
tissue rep lacement. Somehow they 
op erate my steriously to set all the 
functions of the body going smooth- 
ly .

Here is the list of them: 
Vita min A—Found in fat foods 
and in association with y ellow p ig­ 
ment—carrots and com. The y ellow 
p igment is carotene; animals can 
form their own vitamin A if fed 
carotene. 
What Absence Cause* 
Absence of vitamin A in the diet 
causes failure of growth and two 
ty p es of ey e trouble, infection and 
night blindness. 
Natural sources of vitamin A are 
butter, cheese, eggs, liver, fish liver 
oils, y ellow corn, sp inach, carrots 
and p runes. 
Vita min B—There are now classi­ 
fied six forms of Vitamin B. They 
control growth to some extent and 
arc necessary for the nutrition of 
the nerves. If left out of the diet, 
p araly sis from nerve degeneration 
may result. 
They k eep the sk in 
smooth. 
N atural sources of Vitamin B are 
wheat germ, y east, bran, tomatoes, 
p runes, eggy olk , oy sters and nuts. 
Vita min C—Infants need this to 
p roduce good growth and ward off 
scurvy . It is found in orange juice 
and tomato juice, lemons, p eas, 
sp inach, ap p les and milk . 
Vita min D—Infants and children 
need this to p romote good bone 
growth and ward off rick ets. It is 
found in fish liver oils, such as cod 
liver oil. It is often deficient in an 
ordinary diet.

Three years 
ago he found a crack running up tho 
middle of Thomas Jefferson’s nose, I.OOO 
feet above tho valley floor, and to elimi­ 
nate it he carved the head at a different 
angle, which m eant chiseling aw ay car­ 
loads of granite.

The vitamins have become very 
popular—more popular with the lay 
public than with the physician. Un­ 
doubtedly they have been overex­ 
ploited and used with very little 
critical discrimination by the lay­ 
man. But, at the same time, it is a 
fascinating subject for speculation, 
and, after all, there is more than 
“something” in it. 
Nutrition Worked Out 
The vitamins are typical twen­ 
tieth century products. The nine­ 
teenth century had nutrition all 
worked out—on an efficiency basis. 
All you had to do was to give a man 
enough protein, fat, carbohydrates, 
minerals and water, and his nutri­ 
tion was taken care of. But when 
they started putting them on a con­ 
centrated ration—containing all the 
supposedly necessary ingredients— 
it was found that something was 
lacking. There was something neces 
sary for growth, for maintenance, 
for smooth skin, for clear eyes, for 
proper development that was miss 
ing. And this something was a 
number of drugs, the vitamins; 
those substances which were incor 
porated in the chemistry of our 
foods, which the body learns to ad 
just itself to and utilize so that it 
can’t get along without them. 
They are part of the food we eat, 
yet they do not furnish energy or 
tissue replacement. Somehow they 
operate mysteriously to set all the 
functions of the body going smooth­ 
ly.Some of them are in the fat foods, acids. 


are not. 
Here is the list of them: 
Vitamin A—Found in fat foods 
and in association with yellow pig­ 
ment—carrots and com. The yellow 
pigment is carotene; animals can 
form their own vitamin A if fed 
carotene. 
What Absence Cause* 
Absence of vitamin A in the diet 
causes failure of growth and two 
types of eye trouble, infection and 
night blindness. 
Natural sources of vitamin A are 
butter, cheese, eggs, liver, fish liver 
oils, yellow corn, spinach, carrots 
and prunes. 
Vitamin B—There are now classi­ 
fied six forms of Vitamin B. They 
control growth to some extent and 
are necessary for the nutrition of 
the nerves. If left out of the diet, 
paralysis from nerve degeneration 
may result. 
They keep the skin 
smooth. 
Natural sources of Vitamin B are 
wheat germ, yeast, bran, tomatoes, 
prunes, eggyolk, oysters and nuts. 
Vitamin C—Infants need this to 
produce good growth and ward off 
scurvy. It is found in orange juice 
and tomato juice, lemons, peas, 
spinach, apples and milk. 
Vitamin I)—Infants and children 
need this to promote good bone 
growth and ward off rickets. It is 
found in fish liver oils, such as cod 
liver oil. It is often deficient in an 
ordinary diet. 
Vitamin E—This vitamin has 
something to do with fertility.

of the barriers, he explained, are 
being erased by improved com­ 
munication and culture exchange. 
Barriers Discussed 
Barriers faced by the countries, 
he said, are differences in langu­ 
age practices 
and 
customs, the 
use of time and difference of re­ 
ligious practice. 
In common the 
Americans 
all fought 
for their 
independence, 
constitutions 
are 
patterned after ours, immigration 
plans fluid politics are similar. 
They are beginning to teach a 
little English in their secondary 
schools, Mr. 
Hurrey said. 
"We 
should teach more Spanish in our 
schools," he stated. 
Mr. Hurrey said Latin America 
offers a challenge to the United 
States as to whether it will take 
tim e to get acquainted and see

He praised the efforts of United 
States businessmen and diplomats 
to improve relations.
